What action the 
body will take is problematical.as a mere 
worm ng quorum of the members is at 
present in the city. In any event it is 
the evident purpose of the local direct- 
ors to open the fair Sandays, even at 
the expense of a rupture with the na- 
tional body. 


laborers DiHcontcntcil. 


Discontent and uneasiness is apparent 
among some of the laborers on tho 
grounds and janitors of the difterent 
buildings because their salaries are not 
forthcoming. The carpenters and staff 
workers erecting the band pavilions in 
administration plaza, who struck tor 
backpay, are still out. The men have 
not been paid for three or four weeks 
nnd another month's pay will be due 
on tde 26th. The contractors have 
been putting them oil from day to day 
with the information that they will be 
paid when the exposition gives them 
the money due contractors, giving the 
men. however, anything from 23 cents 
to SI at different times lor car fare. 
The contractor, it is said, will not be 
paid anything until he has finished the 
job. Many oi the contractors are behind 
in their payments and they tell tho 
workmen they cannot get their money 
from the treasury. The red tape nec- 
essary in the proper auditing and for- 
warding oC accounts through the de- 
partments is no doubt responsible for 
part of the delay. There are about 2,- 
UOO janitors and helpers on the grounds 
who have not receivec. their pay for tho 
last month and another pay day is due 
inlO days. There is also great dissatis- 
faction among them and they have been 
put off from day to day and sometimes 
twice daily since the !i:jd of last month. 
They fail to see why "red tape" should 
interfere to this length with April 
salary when they have received their 
pay heretofore promntly on the speci- 
fied days. 


When the attention of A. F. See- 


bcrger, treasurer of the exposition, was 
called to the complaint of tho janitors 
and other workmen at the fair regard- 
ing the non-payment of overdue wages, 
JIB sidd: "1 don't know why any of 
these men are complaining. They have 
»o just cause for complaint. They are 
being paid just as fast as the payrolls 
can be made out. Of course, there has 
been some delay in the preparation of 
the payrolls. That can not be helped 
where there are thousands of men to 
pay every week. But as for the re- 
port that the exposition company is 
short of money and can not pay its em- 
ployes and the contractors, there is no 
foundation for even suspicion in that 
direction. Ample provision has been 
made for just such a contingency. Of 
course our funds are not as large as 
they would have been if tho weather 
had been favorable to large attendance, 
but we will meet all emergencies." 


In spite of Treasurer Seeberger's as- 
sertion, that the exposition treasury of- 
ficers, were not playing a "standofl" pol- 
icy, the fact is that every day long lines 
of shivering workmen aro to bo seen 
outside the office of Paymaster Mee- 
han. 'When asked why they were there 
the men said they had been waiting for 
their pay for several days, and it was 
not t,ae first time they had stood in line 
there only to be put off with the an- 
nouncement to "come around tomor- 
row" at such a time. 


On the windows of the paymaster's 


office were posted notices to the effect 
'that employes in certain departments 
"would be paid oif today," and "the 
office rolls will not be paid for several 
days," by which is meant the various 
departmental clerks. 


A national commissioner said 
in 


speaking on the subject: '-I have no 
donbs that the exposition authorities 
are h.irdup for money. Everything has 
worked to the detriment of the fair for 
some time now, particularly the 
. weather. I wouldn't be surprised if sev- 
eral of the Chicago capitalists would 
be asked to help out before this month is 
over. The running expenses of the fair 
are about §45,000 daily. That means 
BO.OOO paid admissions every day to pay 
the bare operating expenses to say 
nothing of what stockholders should 
have on their money invested in the en- 
terprise. Since May 1 the average at- 
tendance has not bee^i over 17,000, and 


as the turnstiles have not been in work- 
ing order all the time it is a hard mat- 
ter to tell just how many paid admis- 
sions there were.'' ••

Secretary Curl isle showed that not 


more than $33,000 of that sum remained 
with some bills still unaudited to be 
acted upon. It is estimated it would 
cost to deport the Chinese now in the 
country, -nho have not complied with 
tho law, more than ?0,000,000. This 
statement exhibited what one member 
of the cabinet called the utter inability 
ot tho government to give any effect to 
tho law without further actio'n by con- 
gress. Under the circumstances, It was 
understood that nothing coiild bj.<lono, 
and it is stdd there is little it aiif prob- 
ability of the federal government mak- 
ing any immediate eifort to put the law 
Into effect. 


One member of the cabinet who 
holds ft high place and is looked upon 
as a man ol force and strength of 
character, mado the broad assertion 
after the session was over that the law 
was nothing short of a political scheme 
enacted for political effect, (he said, in 
fact, something about "dernagogneiy") 
and he intimated that there Had been 
a general hope among his associates 
that the court would have held it to be 
unconstitutional. 


It is assumed that in the oidinary 


course of diplomatic usuage a copy of: 
the deci&ion of the supremo court, as 
soon as the majority members of the 
court have determined upon its exact 
phraseolosy, will be transmitted to the 
Chinese minister, to be by him forward- 
ed to his government. Tins will neces- 
sarily involve considerable delay, and 
congress will probablj' be again m ses- 
sion before a return can be made to this 
communic ^tlon.

These, taken together with the out- 
breaks which the attempt to enforce 
tho Weary law on our west coast will 
bring iiliout, it is thought, will put the 
two nations on s-uch a footing as to 
make war inevitable. The decision is a 
great blow to the Chinese legation 
here, wlir-ro it has been hoped down to 
the l;ust moment that the act would be 
declared unconstitutional.

A Co-upcruti\ o Plan Atl\ ls,ed Tor Farmers 


tVilh Small Orchards. 


Spiaying with arsenitcs for the pre- 


vention of insect attacks lias by pro- 
gressive fruitgroweis Lecomo a recog- 
nized riccebsity. Spi aying with coppei 
compounds for the prevention of fungus 
disease1! is upully gro-ning in favor, ami 
its value lias been demonstrated by th« 
orcKardist as well as tlio experimental 
i&t. Ad tlio trea tinent ib entirely prevent- 
ive it nmst be commenced early in orde: 
to make it effective. All parts of trees 
or p],mts ninst be reached v.ith the pre 
venthe agent. 


DrenUniu is not nerrssaiy and is ex 


pensive. A linn film or coating of the 
fnngicido<ki,»-itil i.pontho fobagewil] 
prevent the d vclopment of tlio spores 
nawellaa.i c.ii.plpte DoaMaK, but it it 
important tli.it .ill the leafy turfacc 
5o«;'-ld be wet, .it least on tlio uppei 
•cdie. For orchuid v.-oil: a good face 
pump, which may Ira fitted in'.o a barrel 
—side or end—will gi\o satisfaction. 
More cxpeiiMvo pumps, diawn and op 
crated by horbepo^ er, ma}1 bo pnichafced, 
but aro seldom necessary except foi 
large orchards. Tlio Yermorel nozzle is 
a verV satiafactoiy instrument foi dis 
tributing the liquid. 


There ;uo certain inconveniences that 


retard tlio progiess of the practice ol 
spraying. It IIIUM, bo done at certain 
periods uf the year, otherwise it is in^f 
fectrul. It involved the purchase of im 
jilimouts and materials somclimc'i dif 
licult to obtain just when wanted. Sue 
tefcs nlso dt-jxiidi, on intelligent adapta 
tion of the tieatnieiit to climatic coudi 
tions exi^tm^ dntint,' Uio spnuin^ pen 
ods. In MOV,' of the difficulties enuiner 
atcd John Craig, horticnltmi-t of the 
central ex] r nniental farm of Canada, 
bnggftts iii a rtceut bulletin tha adop- 
tion of a co-operativQ plai of spraving: 


Fii'-t, where orchards uro not large, a 


few I'armcn might coinl>in< and pnrchnsf 
n Bpiaymg outfit, wlnt h wmld bcno the 
coiuiinimty, and if it wire possible t<- 
have it continuously operated by tlu 
Bavuo individual, whom practice would 
lend biiperior facility in iLsinj; it, an ad 
ditional lulrautago would bo gamed. 
Another anangemr-nt could be matte at 
follows: 


A complete spraiing outfit, including 


chemicals, might bo purchased by ,i per 
aon who would bo prepared to epraj 
under contract by tlio acre or at a 
stated figum pur tree. If this system oi 
combating fungous and insect enemies 
was mtiodnced, it would obviate rnucn 
of the picjudieo and ineoir, emenco no\\ 
connected with the work, and spra\ iny 
would probably in a few years, to the 
great benefit of orclmrtlibts, become tlic 
general practice. 


For the treatment of apple and pcai 


spot Mr. Craig gives the following direc- 
tions: "1. Before growth begin sin spring, 
spray "\\ith « solution of copper sulphate 
—1 pound to 50 galloua of water. On na 
account should this bo applied after tlio 
foliage has appeared, as it will severely 
injure it. 2. Just befoio the blossoms 
open, spray with diluted bordeaux mix- 
ture. 
Repeat this after the blossoma 


have fallen and make a third application 
two or threo weeks afterward 
If the 


season is wet and rainy, a later applica- 
tion may bo advisable." 


In regard to grape diseases, the advice 


is to sproy "the canes with copper sul- 
phate, 1 pound to 00 gallons, before 
growth begins. 
Follow this solution 


with diluted bordeaux mrxturo (omit- 
ting paris green) 01 arnmoniacal copper 
carbonate immediately after the fruit 
sets^ Repeat at intervals ef three weeks, 
till tho bunches begin to color. Arn- 
momacal copper carbonate should al- 
ways be used for the later applications." 


Chemicals for spraying can now be 


obtained from most druggists.

When the nests are used merely as lay- 


ing nests they may do through the sea- 
son; but, says The Poultry Yard, by mak- 
ing new nests several times during the 
year and burnii.g the old ones you foster 
cleanliness and prevent lice and other 
parasites from gaming a lodgment. If 
tho nests are used for sitters, as soou as 
tho hen is taken off with her brood, out 
with the nest and burn tho straw at once 
or you -will soon have a healthy lot of 
lico to deal with, which will worry your 
poultry so that improvement will be but 
a Blow race indeed. Fresh nests, neatly 
and nicely made, induce the heng to lay 
in them, keep the egga clean and give a 
tidy, attractive appearance to tho piem- 
ises, so that yon will not be ashamed 
whej friends or customers call to see 
them.

1 said nilhin mjtelf, those stikes don't 
mean a bridge, for our commisti oners have 
too much business sense to bui]d such a 
costly structure for so little lravcl,when the 
money is so badly needed elsewhere. 


It would seem better and cheaper to

The first requisite is good, strong, pottec 
plants, eo far advanced as to to ready tt 
blossom. Last year some of them 
planting timo had fruit set. 
I have tli 


ground prepared beforehand, making th 
hills about four i'eet apart and working 
up the soil to the dtpUi of eight inoloi 
where the plants are to feo. I find gooi 
soil works as well for tomatoes as fo 
other crops. After t lie middle of May o 
as soon as warm weather 1ms fairly com 
the plants are traiibfsrrcd from tho pots 
the earth aud roote adhering in such i 
way that transplanting does not in th 
least check their growth. 


As Boon as the young plants attain euf 


ficient size to need it, strong stakes abon 
0 feet in length are driven in Hie ground 
to which they are tied. This was sug 
gested to me several years ago, and 
find it very satisfactory. It keeps them 
oft' tho ground, thus preventing rotting 
and gives free scope 1X3 sunshine and air 
If the growth of the plants is too strong 
tho ends are clipped/>ff from timo tc 
timo, as well as superfluous branches, 
never plant two rows together, prpfcr 
ring to give them tho full benefit of the 
sunshine on all sides. Tho tomf.to is cm 
phatically a warm weather plant am 
will not flourish in the shade. Thoronj'l 
cultivation and frequent stirring of ti 
soil, especially in dry weather, is iinpor 
tant.—Cor. Country Gentleman.
